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has encouraged us not to offer frivolous amendments, I do not
c onsider t h i s o n e . Quite simply what this is, is once again an
amendment dealing with the tuition at the Kearney State College.
I don't have to spend a whole lot of time detailing my rea s ons
why, but if you will look at the long sheet just handed to you
I' ll explain the amendment to you. If you remember last time I
offered and withdrew it to make a point that if you wanted to
raise Kearney tuition up to the level of UNO by the time they
entered into the university system, you talk a bout a v e r y
sizeable increase, because the Kearney tuition is m uch l ower
than U N- L or UN- 0 ' s . I would do that to make a point because
that is what you would have to do if, when K e a r ne y b ec o mes a
university as we w ill vote on 247 how it becomes so, that is
what it would be. I think we need to phase it up. Well I c ame
back with what I'm going to call a m uch more reasonable
amendment, I am offering here today which is simply, if you look
at the lower left-hand corner of the sheet, you will see what it
does to tuition rates at Kearney. It basically increases them
2 percen t ove r a n d a b ov e t h e o t h e r state colleges next year and
3 percent over and above the other state colleges the year a ft e r
t hat s o y o u c a n s e e it is a ma rginal difference. W e ar e
basically making a policy statement that, yes, Kearney State is
going to become a part of the university and yes, since we ar e
going to divorce it from the state colleges so, therefore, we
should start working on changing those tuition rates. N ow t o
give you a better illustration of what we are talking about, if
you look at the right-hand side of this data, you will l ook a t
particularly the percentage of the state colleges as it relates
to the University of Nebraska-Lincoln, at our tuition ra tes.
You ca n see t he un d e r g r aduate rates at the state colleges are
maintained at a 75 percent above UNL's is, whereas UN-0 i s a 9 3
now and because we did not increase them 5 percent this year it
is a little less than that. Their u n d e r g r a duat e r at e s , I m e an
their graduate rates is about 60 percent of what UNL's graduate
tuition rate per credit hour is. This amendment, you would just
marginally be changing Kearney's so it is, it is marginally
above state colleges. As y~u can see if you do nothing it is
75 percent, the undergraduate tuition rate would b e 7 5 p e r c e n t
at the university. Under this amendment it would 76 percent
next year and 79 percent the year after that. Now obvious l y t h e
forces at Kearney still would not l ik e t h i s amen dment . The
difference between, another difference between this amendment
and the last amendment I i n t r o duced i s this amendment would
allow them to keep the money. So basically what you are doing
is you are increasing the dollars available to Kearney State
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
